Power abuse by mass 


| saw a bumper sticker the other day that read 
The Moral Majority is Neither.” It took me a minute 
to grasp the simplistic significance of those five 
words, I've never claimed to be the quickest of wit 
The American Heritage Dictionary defines moral 
as “concern with the judgment of the goodness or 
badness of human action " It lists majority as 
the greater number or part of something.” 
in its political context then, the phrase Moral Ma- 
jority implies that the majority of the population in 
the United States consists of people preoccupied 
with the nation’s mora} conduct 
This is a ridiculous assertion. In last Now mber's 
election, less than half of the people even bothered 
to vote. The views of those elected by this shameful 
showing can hardly be interpreted as representative 
of the majority view of most US. citizens 
However, if something is repeated often enough 
people will begin to believe it. The McCarthy Era and 
its paranoia is just one disgusting example. A new 
paranoia is apparently spreading across this nation 
particulary in the minds of elected officials 
Those members of the majority forces feel quite 
secure in their constituent support And members of 
the minority faction are afraid to create much dis- 
turbance for fear they will not be re - elected Both 
sides evidently believe the power now being wielded 
by the ‘conservatives’ and the fair weather 
liberals” is permanent and approved by a majority 
of the people 
The reality is that group of self appointed 
satequarders of proper human behavior simply had 


the political savy to organize. And the non - voters 
allowed their apathetic attitudes to convince them 
they could have no impact on the electoral process 
The results should be enough to persuade anyone of 
the failacy of thai assumption 

Unfortunately, the damage has been done 
Slowly, the hard - fought social and political gains 
made in the last few decades are being threatened 
Without immediate objection, they will surely be 
lost 

Apparently, the first target is adortion, with gay 
rights sure to follow as another social ill this group 
seems determined to eliminate With this kind of 
force in control, is any group without a strong 
political voice safe? 

The strides toward equality have been slowed toa 
shuffle. If people do not become cognizant of the 
danger this moral minority with majority control 
represents, it may well be too late to resist 

The rights gained by minority groups in this 
country have not been easily attained, and are stil! 
hardly more than paper mandates. But once these 
rights are lost, they may be impossible to reclaim 

The American people cannot allow this to 
happen If it does, even once. there will be little 
chance to stop further erosion of the basic human 
rights for any but those brandishing the sword of 
suppression. And the morality in that is non - ex- 
istent

society is an armed one. That is the 
old west idea of security, and it 
May have been good when there 
were a few people trying to get one 
man, one gun and one vote.” 
Hayden said 

Hayden added that when there 
are five to six million people 
pushing up against each other and 
all of those people are armed, the 
only result is increased violence 

You would think that to speak 

»f gun control goes against a basic 
American ideal,” Hayden said. "Do 
we really have a safer society when 
every ne is carrying around 
guns 


According to Hayden, America 
outstrips other nations which 
are comparable economically and 
in their form of government — in 
violent crimes. !n America, there 
are 10 murders per 100 000 people 
compared to one per 100,000 in 
Japan, Hayden said 

The reason, he expiained, is that 
countries that are islands have 
developed a sense of 
interdependency about human 
beings while America idolizes 
expansionism and “the bad man” 
perpetuated even in old Ronald 
Reagan movies 

On the energy issue, Hayden 
said the tendency of most people is 
to take the attitude that there is 
more energy and oil out there and 
that the energy crisis could be 
solved by simply going out and 


getting it 
The problem with that attitude 
Hayden said, is that the more 


America tries to devour that type of 
energy, the more rise in cost to the 


consumer Hayden added that it is 
now more cost effective to investin 
solar and other alternative sources 
than to invest in traditional power 
piants 


There is no solution to inflation 
unless we see ourselves as 
humanity and live less 
aggressively off our resources 
instead of living aggressively and 
leaving the bills to our children,” 
Hayden said 

America’s aggressive attitude 
toward energy and the assumption 


(as

that America should controi more 
of the worid's resources is the 
“idea that will send another 
generation to fight in the Persian 
Gulf” and is the basis of America’s 
foreign policy, Hayden said 

“The real question of foreign 
policy,” Hayden said, “is whether it 
is practical. Whether it is moral or 
immoral is not the question. There 
are forces on earth stronger than 
Pentagon weapons,” Hayden said 

The issue of Ei Salvador is 
treated jike an extension of the 
Monroe Doctorine, Hayden said 
when ‘it was declared that Latin 
America is legally possessed by 
us 


Hayden said that attitude 
undercuts our afjility to argue 
against Russia in their movements 
within Afghanistan and Poland 

That (Afghanistan and Poland) 
is their (Russia's) frontier 
Hayden said ‘| wish Americar 
supporters of Poland's workers 
would extend the same type of 
ardent support to union workers 
here

The issue of toxic waste is 
another item which has been 
influenced by oid frontier ideas 
Hayden said Since the 1940s 
America has produced more and 
more toxic waste on the 
assumption that the environment 
is bottomless and everything can 
be poured into the environment 
Hayden explained 

“Now, there is a collison course 
with the communities which don't 
want it (the waste) there The state 
could be said to be looking away 
from the problem,” Hayden said 

One solution, Hayden 
suggested, would be to put the 
toxic waste in storage tanks above 
ground. According to Hayden the 
tanks would not be permanent, but 
the chemicals would not poliute 
the water and land Further

Hayden suggested, government 
should initiate incentives that 
would force industries to find ether 
ways Of disposal besides dumping 

“We have to make it a necessary 
force industries to find other ways 
of disposal besides dumping 


“We have to make it a necessary 
cost, to provide tax incentives for 


the industries,” Hayden said 
Recycling, cutting down on 
chernicals that are used, and 


placing a ban on any hazardous 
chemicai for which there is a 
substitute are other suggestions 
Hayden outlined 

When asked whether he was for 
or against the space program 
Hayden replied that “to be for or 
against is an old frontier way of 
thinking.” Hayden said the space 
program is on an irreversible trend 
and the only important question is 
to see how the program is used 

Hayden outlined three choices 
for the program. The first, Hayden 
said, iS a military choice which 
would expand the Coid War and 
2ther wars out into space The 
second choice, Hayden said, is 
that space would be used as a 
dumping ground for wasteful 
civilization and destroy. the 
universe The third choice, and 
the one Hayden favors, would be 
use space to “learn how to 
preserve knowledge and learn that 
the earth is not the center of the 
world butis a vulnerabie speck and 
could be biown away 

Hayden added that he sees the 
Space program choosing the 
military choice 

“Space is not a new frontier 
There is no escape from problems 
created on earth and if we see it 


that way we will export our 
problems into space Hayden 
said 

Hayden added that he was 


critical of the Peripheral Canal and 


saw if as another example of 
frontier ideas being used to 
support the California lifestyle 


The same people that say there is 
too much crime and smog then say 
they have to import more water to 
preserve that.”

Utilities Commission also spoke at 
the rally. In discussing local 
government, Shore called for a 
basic reform in campaign 
spending limitations and a change 
in the local energy structure 

Before any issues within 
government can be dealt with, 
Shore said, “We nave to have 
people elected on their own merits 
rather than the amount of 
campaign money they receive.” 

Two issues which Shore said 
need to be focused on are energy 
and cable televisior:, While energy 
in Sacramento is owned by public 
utilities, Shore explained, rates still 
favor large users rather than 
residents and senior citizens 

Shore said more active energy 
conservation is required. He 
outlined two ways which wouid 
help meet that end. First, Shore 
Jescribed an energy campaign 
requiring stickers identifying the 
energy conservation rate in 
individual apartments. Such 
stickers would force landiords to 
go forward with energy 
onservation, Shore said 

Shore also described the 
potential power within the cable 
television structure, which he 
thinks should be owned by the 
public rather than private 
corporations. Shore predicts that 
once the cable is laid. it will be 
ised for mass communication and 
computer lines, not just another 
television channel 

Shore said the public should be 
involved in the basic power 
structure in Sacramento, rather 
than those influential people now 
fighting for contro! of the cable 
gaining more influence 

The rally was also used as a 
forum by the women’s studies 
professors and students who are 
protesting the dissolution of the 
Women's Studies Board.
